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UST 4 MAIN LINE COMMUNITIES 
FOR NEW POST OFFICES AS PART 
OF POST-WAR BUILDING PROGRAM 

Preliminary Studies Show Narberth, Merion, 
Wynnewood and Rosemont Have Outgrown 
Facilities; Federal Bureau Will Ask 
Congress For Money to Acquire Sites; 
Eleven Others Listed in County 

Four Main' Line communities are listed for new post- 
office buildings when the war ends. 

They are Narberth, Merion, Wynnewood and Rosemont. 

Preliminary studies have been made by the Public 
Buildings Administration and all of these postoffices are 
operating beyond their capacity with limited facilities. 
Officials of the Public Build-f 



ings Administration are asking 
that legislation be passed grant- 
ing them the necessary money to 
purchase land. Purchase of the 
land is necessary before architects 
can make plans for the new build- 
ings which are dependent on the 
size and shape of the plot of 
ground. 

According to the amount of an- 
nual receipts Merion, Wynnewood 
and Rosemont are second class 
post offices and Narberth a first 
class office. 

Under the U. S. Post Office De- 
partment's post-war building pro- 
gram 15 Montgomery County 
communities are listed for new 
buildings, including those on the 
Main Line. 

The need for advance planning 
for such buildings is necessary, 
officials contend, if the country 
is to avoid a WPA program. Ac- 
quisition of land early also is 
necessary to give officials time to 
work out any legal entanglements. 
Because of the war and shortage 
of materials no new post office 
buildings have been built since 
1940. 

Narberth paved the way for a 
new post office when it became a 
first class office on July 1. Al- 
though it has a separate build- 
ing it has exceeded its facilities 
by acquiring new delivery territory 
and adding to its volume of 
business. According to the report 
of Joseph L. Kelley, Narberth 
postmaster, receipts went above 
$40,000 in 1943. He reported re- 
ceipts of S43.00O. automatically 
making it first class. 

The Merion Post Office, on Civic 
Circle, Merion. is along side the 
ticket office of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company and is leased 
annually from the railroad. There 
are six regular carriers covering 
the delivery routes. Comment of 
the postmistress, Miss Katherine 
Sherlock, was that they were pretty 
crowded and "of course they 
could use a new building". 

.The .Wyjin.ew.ogd Post Office at 
29 E. Wynnewood Ave., moved to 
its present location from 35 E. 
Wynnewood Ave. in March, 1941. 
The post office lias six carriers 
and recently took over from the 
Upper Darby postal district Over- 
brook Hills-in-Merion. 

The postmistress, Mrs. Emma 
R. Eakins, said that her office 
could use more floor space and 
greater facilities. She pointed out 
that Haverford with only slightly 
more business annually and cov- 
ering about the same size ter- 
ritory has a separate post office

Accident Deaths 
Drop In County 

Sixty nine persons lost their 
lives as a result of accidents of 
all kinds in Montgomery County 
during the first half of this year, 
according to records of Coroner 
W. J. Rushong. 

The total included 20 highway 
fatalities, 37 in the home (includ- 
ing the Norristown State Hospit- 
al), three in industry, and nine in 
transportation. 

Last year, the death toll from 
accidents for the first six months 
stood at 77, eight more than this 
year. 

Fatalities during June, number- 
ing 16, set a monthly high for the 
year with four highway deaths, 
nine home, one industrial and, 
two public. 

The highway victims included 
thiee pedestrians and one truck 
driver, the home deaths resulted 
from falls in six cases, electrocu- 
tion in two and a blow from a fall- 
ing object in one. The industrial 
death involved an employee at an 
amusement , park who fell from a 
scenic railway. The public victims 
were the pilot and a passenger in 
a C. A. P. plane which crashed.

Ask Voters' Ideas 
On Moving Polls 

Propose Using Baptist 
Church Room For 
3rd District Voting 

Residents of Narberth's third 
voting district were asked this 
week to express their opinion on a 
proposal to move the district's 
polling place to the gymnasium of 
the Baptist Church of the Evangel. 

The church is at Elmwood and 
Narberth Aves., and the entrance 
to the gymnasium is from Elm- 
wood Ave. 

At present the polling place is 
in the Scout House at Elmwood 
and Essex Aves. 

All voters of the district were 
sent a ballot on which to express 
their opinion. When filled out, the 
ballots should be deposited in a 
box at the cigar counter in Davis' 
store. Deadline for balloting is 5 
P. M., August 16. The balloting 
will be limited to registered voters. 

The letter to the voters of the 
district is signed by Elizabeth L. 
Williams, acting judge of elec- 
tions; Robert M. Cameron. Re- 
publican committeeman, and Ken- 
neth L. M. Pray, Democratic com- 
mitteeman. 

Unless the change is opposed by 
a substantial number of electors 
of the district, the three signing 
the letter plan to circulate a pe- 
tition. Signatures of ten register- 
ed voters is sufficient to bring the 
matter before the Montgomery 
County Board of Elections. The 
Board of Elections will then fix 
a date for a public hearing and 
announce its decision. 

Advantages and disadvantages 
of the two places are described as 
follows in the letter: 

Scout House: 

The present polling place known 
as the Scout House has poor ven- 
tilation, is heated by kerosene 
stoves which give off obnoxious 
odors, has no toilet facilities and 
is inadequate in space to care ef- 
ficiently for any number of voters 
at rush hoiirs. In its favor, it 
might be pointed out that the 
structure is conveniently located 
in relation to the station and 
therefore readily accessible to 
persons going to and from the 
trains. The building is owned by 
the State Banking Department, 
and conceivably might be sold at 
any taime, thereby obliging the 
district to get a new polling place. 

Church Gymnasium: 

The gymnasium of the Baptist 
Church would provide roomier 
facilities for the polls and its use 
should tend to speed up voting at 
rush hours. Heating, ventilation, 
light, and toilet facilities would be 
greatly superior. While not quite 
so near the station as the Scout 
House, the church gymnasium is 
less than a block from the present 
polls and should not work a hard- 
ship on any voters. Permission for 
use of the gymnasium as the poll- 
ing place for the district has been 
given by the Board of Trustees 
and the membership of the Bap- 
tist Church of the Evangel.

RUMOR MONGERS FAN THE 
FLAMES OF RACIAL PREJUDICE 

Every Main Liner can do his share in keeping the Phila- 
delphia transit strike within bounds. He can make a con- 
tribution by keeping his lips buttoned up and passing by 
opportunities to add an inflammable word to a wildcat strike 
that has asked racial discrimination as its terms of settle- 
ment. 

A study of the country's race disturbances reveals that 
deliberate acts or concrete facts are seldom the sparks that 
incite fights and riots. It is the thoughtless remark, the un- 
founded rumor and the small-time gossip mongers who start 
fists flying and guns crackling. 

It is such a story as we ran into yesterday when check- 
ing a rumor there had been a race riot in Bryn Mawr on 
Monday night. Since that time the story has been floating 
aroifhd with weaker minds embellishing it enroute. Part of 
the story came from two Lower Merion cops who were in- 
dulging in half-truths and encouraging less responsible men 
to let their minds run wild. 

A check with Lower Merion police officials shows there 
was no race riot in Bryn Mawr on Monday or any other 
night. What happened was a fist fight between two boys who, 
according to police records, have been swapping punches for 
several months. Does" this make a race riot even though the 
boys sprang from different racial stock? 

Lower Merion has one black Ku Klux Klan mark on its 
township history. At that time several of the township's 
police .force were involved — and involved not in keeping the 
peace but in abetting and inciting to riot. Now is the time 
to take steps to see that history does not repeat iself. 

Let us have courage. Let us thi'ow our strength with 
those who want to live up to the law of the land and against 
wildcat strikers who want to undermine human rights and 
the Nation's war effort. 



Awards will be made for the 
best Victory Gardens in Merion, 
it was announced last week by 
the Merion Civic Association.

The plot must be a 
genuine Victory Garden, develop- 
ed since the outbreak of the war. 
Permanent gardens planted be- 
fore the war and estate gardens 
are not eligible. 

Entries should be sent to Mrs. 
Percy E. Matthes, secretary of the 
Merion Civic Association. Victory 
gardeners should send their 
names, addresses and the location 
of the garden. If the garden is 
part of a large tract a map of the 
location of the garden should be 
included. Entries must be made 
before the end of this week. 



Urges Motorists To 
Limit Use of Cars 

With no prospect of new cars 
until a year after the war's end — 
and even then very likely on a 
rationed basis — Keystone Auto- 
mobile Club believes motorists 
ought to "act their age" with re- 
spect to car use. 

The club calls attention to a 
recent survey conducted by the 
Public Roads Administration and 
23 State highway departments 
and the District of Columbia 
which showed that 53 per cent of 
the vehicles in those states are 
now six or more years old and 
that 17 per cent of them are ten 
years old, or older. 

"In recent months," the club 
statement adds, "car use has in- 
creased enormously, although ra- 
tioning restrictions have not been 
relaxed. There appears only one 
answer: Black market gas, the 
sale of which has reached scan- 
dalous proportions."

Plane Crashes Kill 
Two Main Line Men 

Lt. Lillie of Merion 
And Ensign Raynor 
Accident Victims 

Lt. Phillip M. Lillie, 21, son of 
Dr. and Mrs. Walter I. Lillie, 35 
Berwick rd., Merion was killed 
Monday in an accident during a 
training flight from Bluthenthal 
Field, near Wilmington, N. C. The 
commanding ^officer of the Army 
air base there notified the boy's 
parents of his* death. 

Lt. .Lillie, a P-47 pilot, enlisted 
as an aviation cat'.et in February, 
1943, while a student at Dart- 
mouth College. He received his 
training at Victoria, Texas, and 
won his wings last March. Soon 
ried in St. Asaph's Church, Bala- 
Cynwyd. 

An all-round athlete, Lillie was 
all-Philadelphia scholastic full- 
back of the 1940 football cham- 
pionship team of Episcopal Acad- 
emy, where he was graduated in 
June, 1941. He was also on the 
baseball and basketball varsity 
teams at Episcopal. His brother, 
Robert J. Lillie, is a senior at Penn 
State College. 

Funeral services were held Wed- 
nesdav afternoon for Ensign Hen- 
ry Clair Raynor, Jr.. 21, 43 Crat- 
h'am rd., Ardmore, who was killed 
last week in a plane crash at Tuc- 
son. Arizona. 

Ensign Raynor. of the Navy Fer- 
ry Command, died while he was 
on his last duty flight preparatory 
to becoming a lieutenant (j. g.) 
and going overseas. 

He was a graduate of Lower 
Merion High School and enlisted 
in August, 1942. while a student 
at Drexel Institute of Technology. 
He was one of 13 boys from this 
section who enlisted together as 
the "Lower Merion Bulldogs" and 
were sent to Franklin and Mar- 
shall College for training. 

Ensign Raynor is survived by 
his parents and a sister, Marion 
Jane Raynor.

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Extra Coaches Added to All Trains; Ticket 
Sales at Ardmore Jump From 400 to 1900 as 
Subway, Bus and Trolley Tie-Up in City 
Throws Suburban Commuter Load on 
Pennsylvania Railroad; Ration Boards Issue 
Emergency Gas Rations 

Thousands of men and women who ordinarily travel to 
and from work on suburban buses and trolleys, making con- 
nections at the edge of the city with subways, buses or trol- 
leys operated by the strike-paralyzed Philadelphia Transpor- 
tation Company, headed for the Main Line stations of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad this week with Ardmore and Over- , 
brook carrying the heaviest part of the extra load. 

Ticket Sales Jump 

At the Ardmore station on 
Wednesday morning, 1900 tickets 
were sold before noon, as compar- 
ed with normal sales of 400. 

When George Barton opened 
the ticket office window at 6.45 
A. M„ a line of men and women 
which extended to the comer of 
Lancaster Ave. and Station Rd. 
was waiting to buy tickets. He 
was alone in the ticket office until 
Samuel Hill, the station agent, 
and Dorothy Faber, another clerk, 
arrived at 7.30. 

During the rush commuter- 
hours, the three had no time even 
to put their rolls of tickets into 
the dispensing machine. Time af- 
ter time, they ran out of change, 
and until the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany opened, they scoured the 
town for nickels, pennies and 
dimes. After each train left, the 
news stand agent brought over all 
the pennies and nickels he had 
collected for papers and cigar- 
ettes. 

To accommodate the extra 
crowds, the station opened at 6 
A. M. on Thursday morning. 

At Overbrook station, the ticket 
sales jumped from' a normal 100 
to about 1,000, and the office was 
open from 6.30 A. M. until 10.50 
P. M., instead of from 7.30 A. M. ' 
to 8 P. M. All those Paoli local 
trains which usually skip Over- 
brook made the stop. 

Extra Cars Added 

On all trains serving the Main 
Line, extra cars were added dur- 
ing the rush hours, with some 
trains carrying as many as 15 ' 
cars. 

One extra coach was added to 
each train serving the Bala and 
Cynwvd stations, which are on a 
separate line of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, but that line, which goes 
to Conshohocken and Norristown, 
was not seriously affected by the 
city strike. '• 

Other transportation lines 
throughout the suburbs — the Red 
Arrow trolley and bus service and 
the Philadelphia and Western 
high-speed trolleys — reported a 
decrease in their travel loads gen- 
erally. However, the Red Arrow 
Lines reported that the number 
of trolleys from 69th St. Term- 
inal to Ardmore and of buses on 
the Ardmore-Darby route were 
doubled. 

Complying with instructions 
from the Philadelphia office of t 
the OPA, the ration boards in this 
area are issuing extra gas allot- 
ments to A book holders only for 
the duration of the strike and are 
keeping longer hours. 

At the office of the Ardmore 
Board, emergency rations may be 
obtained during the regular hours 
or between 7.30 and 9 P.M. Each A 
book holder will be issued a maxi- 
mum of five gallons for each three 
day period of the strike. 

The Bryn Mawr Board will also 
be open from 7.30 to 9 P. M. in 
addition to its regular hours and 
has also set a maximum of five 
gallons for each three days. 

The Haverford Township Ration 
Board will remain open until 9 
P. M. daily during the strike and 
will issue emergency rations to A 
book holders according to the 
need of the driver. 

Autocar Co. Not Affected 

The Autocar Company, of Ard- 
more, largest Main Line industry, 
was not affected by the trans- 
portation tie-up since the firm's 
policy is to employ men and wo- 
men, for the most part, who live 
West of the city. Out of the 3000 
employes at the Ardmore plant, 
less than a dozen were delayed by 
the strike and none was kept 
from work.

Fifty Grey Squirrels Moved To Zoo 
After Ruining Bryn Mawr Corn Crop 



An appetite for corn-on-the-cob 
was the undoing of 50 grey squir- 
rels. It resulted in their eviction 
from their 'home at Bryn Mawr 
and their forceful removed to the 
Philadelphia Zoo. 

A few years ago the squirrel 
population on the estate of Lt. 
William W 1 k o f f -smith. Bryn 
Mawr. was small, and the little 
animals were so cute that they 
were encouraged, fed and regard- 
ed as pets. Each year, however, 
they increased in numbers to such 
an extent that their depredations 
on farm products put them in the 
class of pests. This year, row after 
row of corn was nibbled and de- 



stroyed, and it was finally decided 
that something would have to bo 
done about the situation. 

So traps were set and when 60 
had been caught, special boxes 
were constructed with a compart- 
ment for each animal. They were 
brought to the Zoo over the week- 
end, the boxes were opened and 
streaks of grey fur dashed out 
and scattered all over the Zoolog- 
ical Garden.
